NICE GUYS DON’T

When I mentioned to friends that I 
had been assigned to do a profile on 
Larry Pfutzenreuter I wasn’t too 
surprised at their questions. The first 
thing everybody wanted me to ask him 
was how to pronounce Pfutzenreuter. I 
must admit being a little curious myself 
as I had heard him called everything 
from Fitz, Fritz and Futz to 
Poofenwhoofer and Supername. Larry 
says it is Fits-in-writer, with the accent 
on the Fits. 

Born in a small town in South 
Dakota, Larry was raised on a farm and 
attended a one-room school for eight 
years. Larry smiled as he reminisced, 
“Then I got to ride on the bus and go to 
school in town with the big boys. 

“My folks still live there. My younger 
sister and brother are my biggest fans. 
And my Mom. Friday night is Cycle 
News night at our house,” Larry said, 
grinning. “I never write and the family 
keeps up with what I’m doing through 
the paper.” Larry gave a sample of his 
fans’ devotion: “One Friday the paper 
wasn’t in the mail and Mom was mad at 
Dad all weekend. She was sure he had 
hidden the paper from her, but it came 
in the mail on Monday.” 

Larry and his wife came to California 
in 1964 and Larry settled down to 
working at American Can Company and 
raising a family. Then he bought a 
Hodaka and started trail-riding — and 
we all know where that leads! 

Three years ago Mitco Bultaco in 
Anaheim held’ a drawing during their 
grand opening. The prize — a shiny new 
Bultaco. The lucky boy — Larry 
Pfutzenreuter. That usually isn’t the 
way a rider gets a sponsor, but when 
Larry started riding motocross, Mitco 
decided to back him up with parts. A 
year later when Pfutz began desert 
racing Mitco continued to back him. 

Larry’s rise to Number One 
Lightweight has been nothing short of 
phenomenal. He made only three rides 
as a Novice before the powers-that-be 
decided he was too fast to race as a 
Novice and moved him up to Amateur. 
Four races later they were about to 
make Pfutz an Expert when he decided 
to go back to motocross. Larry lasted at 
motocross about six months that time 
before he succumbed to the'spell of the 
desert again. 

At the start of the season last year, 
Mitco told Pfutz that they would like to 
see a Bultaco carrying the Number One 
Lightweight desert plate and Pfutz set 
out to win it. By the middle of October 
Larry had the title. Larry had 21 firsts, 
four of which were first-overalls. 

“The most gratifying race was the 
Check Chase,” Larry recalls. “It was a 
long, hard, demanding race. I got on my 


head once and bent the handlebars. 
When I crossed the finish line 
first-overall I really felt like I had done 
something,” 

Pfutz is a quiet person, almost 
painfully shy. “I like people,” Larry 
said, “And I would like to talk to them 
but I can’t think of anything to say. I 
can’t just walk up to someone and say 
‘Hi.” But anyone willing to make the 
first move will find Larry an easy man 
to talk to.

About District 37's silencer 
requirements: “I love it! I really hate 
loud noises.” Larry explained, “Where I 
work there is a lot of really noisy 
machinery and the company issued 
ear-plugs to all the employees. I am 
probably the only person in the whole 
company who wears them willingly. I 
really like them.” Larry expanded on 
his ‘noise pollution revolution’ ideas: “I 
would like one of the clubs to show up 
at a race some weekend with a decibel 
meter and disqualify everybody who 
doesn’t meet the standards.” Pfutz 
agreed that it probably wouldn’t be fair 
to penalize a rider who lost his muffler 
during the race. “Maybe the club could 
check everybody just before they get 
their starting check.” 

Pfutz is particularly down on 
spectators and pit-crews who annoy 
everybody by pit-racing on _ their 
unsilenced machines. He could run for 
president of the desert on that platform 
and probably win. 

Larry talked about the problem of 
the gradual closing of lands to bike 
riders. He and his wife recently 
purchased a home in an outlying area 
where there was lots of land to ride on. 
“Two weeks after we bought the house 
they put up the “No Trespassing’ signs,” 
Larry said glumly. Larry now plans to 
spend more Saturdays with his family at 
the desert, getting some of the practice 
he feels is so important to his racing. 

Motorcycle racing in the desert has 
become so much a part of Larry’s life 
that he can’t comprehend being without 
it. “If they closed the desert I guess I 
would go back to trail-riding,” he said. 
Wow! No. If they close the desert to 
sanctioned races that would really be 
the end. Of trail riding too. I guess we 
just have to work to keep it open.” 

Street riding was out of the question 


for Larry: “Too scary.” And as for 
motocross: 

“J don’t think I could win at 
motocross now,” Pfutz admitted. 


“When I first started riding desert I was 
so aggressive that if anybody got in my 
way I would kick them off the trail. In 
motocross you don’t wait fora place to 
pass — you make one. It took me a 
couple of races to catch on,” Larry 
continued, ‘“But in a 90-mile desert race 
there are plenty of chances to get 
around a slower rider and-you don’t 
have.to.clear a path with your foot.”’ 





FINISH LAST 





Larry is one of the founders of Sled 
Riders M.C. “It all started as a fun 
thing,” Larry recalls. “A group of us 
used to take our families out and camp 
and trail-ride on weekends. We 
originally formed the club as a social 
group, but more and more we are 
becoming race-oriented and interested 
in how to’ get our riders in and out of 
the pits in a hurry and that sort of 
thing. But it is still basically a social 
club for most of us,” Larry continued. 
“I really go to the meetings mostly to 
get together and shoot the bull with the 
guys.” 

On equipment: “Reliability is 90%, 
Larry said. “It doesn’t matter how fast 
you are, if the bike won’t go the 
distance you can’t win. If the bike is 
reliable, though, you can almost always 
finish well.” 

So much has been said lately about 





cheating that I asked Larry’s opinion. 

“It just can’t be done,” Larry stated 
flatly. “Oh sure, if some guy is way 
back and can see a trail of dust off in 
the distance and wants to cut across and 
take his chances on missing a check I 
guess he could, but if he got out in front 
that way he probably couldn’t keep up 
the pace. When you are in the group in 
front you really have to follow the 
ribbon.” Larry’s expression as he spoke 
left little doubt as to his opinion of 
anybody who would actually cheat. 
And his next words. confirmed the 
impression: 

“I think a lot of the racers lose sight 
of why they started racing desert in the 
first place. It is supposed to be fun. This 
isn’t professional racing where your 
living depends on you getting there first 
at any cost. Even if I break down, I’m 
not too disappointed. I know there will 
be a race next week.” 
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BAD CHECK 

We support our industry and sport 
through membership and a directorship 
in MIC, through the sponsoring of a 
team of three Husqvarnas with Russ 
Powell and Jim Miller riding, etc. 

We do this and more because we care 
about our industry and sport. 

What we don’t like are the 
opportunists who invade our sport and 
industry do often. A good example is 
this Tim Meyer who promotes the MRA 
races. 

Russ Powell got paid by check a 
couple months ago and cashed his check 
here. It bounced. After much chasing, 
we received .a new check. It not only 
bounced, it was written on a close 
account. 

My reason for writing you is obvious. 
If this is what we and our riders have to 
contend with, then it is time we in the 
industry and sport begin doing 
something to weed out these new stars 
on our promoters’ horizons. I intend to 
begin right here in my dealership and 
through our State Organization. Maybe 
your readers can help by supporting the 
““straights” and letting these 
opportunists know that we're on to 
them.

SILLY MILIMETER OFF 

Re: the Ron Schneiders interview, 
“Tuning with E.C. Birt, Part 3.” Since 
this was an article on the science of 
tuning, I believe it should be pointed 
out that either E.C. Birt, Ron 
Schneiders, or Cycle News have created 
a basic error in converting the metric 
system. 

One millimeter equals .03937 inches 
or 39.4 thousandths. The article or E.C. 
claimed one millimeter to be 39.9 
thousandths. This may seem small at 
first, but let’s examine this example. I 
ask E.C. to bore my cylinder to 50 
centimeters, which, according to him, 
would be 1.995 inches. But in actuality 
50 millimeters is 1.970 inches. The bore 
would be 25 thousandths too large, or 
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about six times the clearance necessary 
for a standard bore job. 

What happens to the young racer 
who uses this article as his Bible and 
can’t afford E.C.’s services? We may end 
up ruining and buying a new cylinder. 

Another interesting thought about 
this. Has the famed tuner avoided the 
error all these years by measuring all his 
parts in  thousandths and never 
converting from millimeters?

AMA TV OK! 

In its constant effort to improve the 
efficiency of all aspects of its operation, 
the American Motorcycle -Association 
has been a front-runner in integrating 
technological advancements into its 
many activities. The association’s 
computerized data storage center is only 
one -example of the manner in which 
new developments are utilized by the 
association for the benefit of its entire 
membership. 

In line with this policy the AMA has 
acquired a portable, closed circuit 
television system which will be used 
throughout the coming National season 
asa backup for the regular race scoring 
procedure. The system is also expected 
to have a multitude of other 
applications within the motorcycle 
sport, such as, recording accidents and 
pin-pointing their exact causes. 

Basically, the unit consists of a small, 
lightweight camera, a tape deck similar 
to that of a sound recorder and a replay 
monitor. In use, the camera can either 
be placed on a tripod in a strategic 
location on the course or track, or it can 
be hand-held and transported to various 
locations throughout the course of an 
event. 

Dave Welsh, Coordinator of 
Professional Racing, reports the system 
should be of particular value in scoring 
of indoor short track and motocross 
events where the extremely fast action 
and position changes sometimes make 
accurate record keeping difficult. 

According to Welsh, the system also 
will be used in training programs for 
track officials to provide graphic 
illustrations of common problems and 
occurrenees. 

In all, the system will“ serve to 
improve the shows enjoyed by hundreds 
of thousands of professional motorcycle 
racing fans by making competition safer 
and more equitable for all active 
participants.

THE EASY CN WAY

ESCAPE: HOW TO RIDE A TRAIL 
BIKE 
By Wiltz Wagner and Bill Brokaw. 38 pp.

league as Hemingway or Fitzgerald, have 
a loose, readable style that promotes a 
reader’s confidence. This is evident even 
when browsing through the book. (I 
keep wanting to refer to it as a booklet; 
it is rather smallish). 

The bike does not teach you how to 
shift, what a brake is for, or that the 
position of the twistgrip has a direct 
relationship with the speed of the 
machine. The authors assume you 
already know that. What they teach you 
is the correct way to motor your bike 
graciously: Complete Controllability 
Under All Conditions. For example, 
lesson one is, simply, “Ride Standing 
Up”. You are advised how to do it, why 
you should do it, and how stupid you 
are for not doing it. They also explain 
that going fast ain’t where it’s at until 
you learn to go slow. I took that ditty 
to heart;.I’m just right now at the point 
where I continually get over my head. 
It’s a miracle I haven’t cracked it. 

The rest of the lessons pretty well 
explain the basic contents of the book: 
“Making Little Circles”, “Bailing Out”, 
“Off-camber Turns”, “The Wheelie and 
Jumps”, and the important-sounding 
“Putting It All Together” and a dozen 
more in between. 

The last five pages are devoted to 
basic stuff like clothing, preparation, 
and a finger-shaking lecture on choosing 
riding pals. 

Don’t be taken aback by the fact the 
book has 38 pages and costs $3. It’s 
easily worth twice that. It has saved 
some.of my bones and pride simply 
because I have a bit healthier knowledge 
of motorcycles, their limitations, and 
their potential. This $3 book is worth 
infinitely more than any $3 dinner or 
$3 bottle of scotch. 

I suppose in order to make this 
review a bit more credible, I’m going to 
have to criticize it. The pictures are dull. 
So there. Let’s see if I don’t lose my 
job.

LIVING WITH THE 
MADNESS WITHIN

Two weeks ago we ran Charles Clayton’s 
review of “On The Line”, 
yet-to-be-released dramatic 
documentary about three desert racers. 
Assistant Editor Swift was at the same 
screening. He saw many things as 
Clayton did but there was a few he 
didn’t: 


At about the same time Bruce 
Brown’s “On Any Sunday” opened up 
last summer, Lee Stanley and Tom 
Hayden were out in the hot, hot SoCal 
desert filming another documentary on 
bikes. The end product cannot be 
compared to “Sunday” — oranges and 
apples, as they say — because “ON THE 
LINE” takes up where Brown left off. 

Specifically, “On The Line” deals 
with three desert racers whose lives are 
covered in cinema verite fashion: J.N. 
Roberts, stunt man and unbeatable 
desert star; Mentor Williams, a sensitive 
young country-rock musician who is 
trying to “find a way of living with the 
madness within himself”; Lee Stanley, a 
happily-married filmmaker who is 
compelled to give the desert another try 
after his recovery from a 
nearly-disastrous crash. 

J.N. Roberts is played by J.N. 
Roberts and his story is told just the 
way it is: We see him doing stunts on 
the set, teaching his son to ride horsies, 
and ` generally being the real, live, 
unbeatable J.N. 

Mentor Williams is played by a fellow 
named Mentor Williams, who also wrote 
all the sensitive country-rock for “On 
The Line”. In his spare time, he rides 
motorcycles in the desert. 

Lee Stanley is played by 
you-know-who. Stanley is a long-time 
bike enthusiast and also wrote the 
screenplay for “On The Line”. 

Get the point? It is a film about 
desert racers and is completely 
controlled by desert racers. It is an 
immensely personal work and one of

the most unique documentaries to come 
along in recent years. It is also the best 
film about man and his sport since 
“Downhill Racer”. 

The film starts with the 
Sunday-morning sunrise on the desert. 
Color is perfect. Nice shots of the 
flowers and other living organisms. The 
sound of wind. Peace. There is a drama 
and you know the peacefulness will die 
a violent death when the screen 
explodes with a thousand motorcycles. 

Uh-uh. Stanley and Hayden don’t 
succumb to such obvious cliches in this 
or any other part of the film; they are 
filmmakers of the highest order and 
they prove it when they capture the 
next few scenes. As the desert slowly 
comes to life so do our hundreds of 
desert racers. They wake up, stretch and 
yawn, fold up sleeping bags. Others 
form a stately procession as they drive 
in from the highway. Last minute 
tuning, confusion of signup, riders 
meetings, everything that goes with 
desert racing is portrayed with revealing 
compassion. 

Personal aspects of each man’s life are 
also revealed. We watch Diane Roberts 
watch J.N. practice while a voice-over 
tells us her innermost thoughts. No 
dialogue was written for her; she just 
told a tape recorder what she felt and it 
was incorporated into the sound track. 

Stanley’s actor-friend Richard 
Deacon was asked to play a role in the 
film. All he had to do was tell Lee what 
he thought of motorcycles. So he says, 
in complete honesty, to Lee, “You're 
not assuming responsibility by riding 
motorcycles”, and punctuates his 
opinion by telling about the gory 
crashes he has seen. Deacon sums, 
“You're going to get killed. You’re a 
damn fool.” End of scene. 

Mentor is shown practicing in the 
desert when he suddenly unloads 
brutally. You suddenly become aware 
that the crash wasn’t a stunt when the 
camera truck that was filming him from 
an adjacent road comes bouncing to a 
halt. “Yeah, it took Mentor about an 
hour to shake off that one,” producer 
Hayden mentioned after the screening. 
“I was driving the truck and saw him go 
and thought, ‘Oh, my God, we’ve lost 
our star!”’’. It is a jolting scene. 

Most of the 90-minute film consists 
of vignettes that lead up to the Big 
Race, which is nothing more than a 
typical Sunday outing. To desert racers, 
every Sunday is the Big Race. 

The desert race footage is too good. 
Real crashes. Real blood. Close-up 
documentation of the myriad emotions 
that go along with racing. All three of 
our heroes finish the race, one way or 
another. Personal victory is etched in 
face after face after face. Hundreds of 
faces and every face is the face you see 
every Sunday, Out There. 

“On The Line” might be too good for 
its own good. The camera work is 
strictly of the highest quality. It is 
slow-paced. It doesn’t reach out to grab 
you; you must become involved with it. 
It possesses intelligence, sensitivity, and, 
above all, love for the sport and the 
people who believe in it. 

At the end of the film, the man 
sitting next to me was on the verge of 
tears although I was far from it. Then 
again, he used to race in the desert and I 
never have.

LOCKHART, TEX., Jan. 23, 1972 — In 
a swelter of 88 degrees, the 11th 
monthly Lockhart motocross was 
reminiscent of last summer’s Texas 
racing scene; the only thing missing was 
-some shade beneath the leafless January 
trees. The sun barbequed the spectators 
and riders alike, and as the afternoon 
wore on the bike drivers began to cast 
longing gazes toward the shower house. 

Owner Hulon Robinson, and 
promoter-rider Bobby Judd, who never 
seem to be satisfied with last month’s 
course, laid out a lulu, with a 
sand-filled, roller-coaster, downhill turn 
into a 30-foot ravine at the end of the 
backstretch, and a new trick jump at the 
opposite end of the course that had a 
gaggle of photogs happily clicking away. 

Jimmy Flint, 17-year-old Kasson 
Team rider from Austin, was on the 
pipe in the 250 Novice class with a pair 
of first place runs, but was out-done by 
Gene Hooker’s steady consistency. 

Steve Stackable was doing his usual 
top-drawer riding in the 125 Expert 
class with a challenge coming from San 
Antonio’s CMC Racing Team rider Kent 
Howerton, who got a super sudden start 
in the first moto, and opened up a 
sustained lead for the full five miles to 
the checkers. Stackable, on his Yamaha, 
was coming up fast at the finish, but 
had to settle for second after getting 
‘hung up in the herd in the opening 
portion of the heat. 

The second moto was a reversal of 
the first as Steve took point, and Kent 
wound up riding drag. In playing 
catch-up, Howerton dropped his scooter 
a couple of times, which dropped his 
point standings. Howerton couldn’t get 
past Jerry Friedrich and wiley Gene 
Fisher, who ultimately took second and 
third respectively. 

The third. heat was a bit of racing 
drama as Howerton hung with Stackable 
for four laps but didn’t come around on 
the final circuit. Another endo for Kent 
perhaps...and a first place purse for 
Steve. 

Stackable also ran Motosports of 
Austin’s 500 BSA in the Open Expert 
class. The big thumper seemed to be at 
home at Southwest MX  Park’s 
tractor-pull hills and turns.

AMA MX RIDER POINT FUND 

Bill Boyce, American Motorcycle 
Association Director of Professional 
Racing, has announced the 
establishment of two motocross rider 
point funds, patterned after the 
successful Championship rider point 
fund that has paid as much as $28,000 
annually to AMA Championship racers. 

The motocross point funds will be 
build on fees drawn from entries and 
post entries at international motocross 
events. There will be two separate funds 
paying bonus money to the top ten 
American riders in the summer 
Inter-AMA 250cc motocross series, and 


the top ten American riders in the fall 
Trans-AMA 500cc motocross series. 

Based on a graduating scale, the top 
rider will receive the lion’s share of the 
fund which may amount to as much as 
$10,000 from a 12-event series. $6 from, 
each entry and $25 from each post 
entry will be paid into the fund. 

Boyce’s development of the two new 
programs resulted from direction from 
the 1971 AMA Competition Congress, 
and is based directly on the successful 
Championship program that pays large 
bonuses to professional road racers and 
dirt track riders.

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Watching Them

FREMONT, CAL., Jan. 22, 1972 — 
Opening its gates for the first time in 
the new year, Fremont Raceway hosted 
a two-man motorcycle marathon and 
despite driving rains just before the 
lightweight event got underway, the 
race was an unqualified success. 

The idea of the marathon came about 
from a 1969 event held at DeLaveaga 
park in Santa Cruz, dubbed Mobley’s 
Old Man Marathon, in which members 
of the Ridge Runners MC invited some 

‘other racers’ to come over and run on 
the club grounds. Two guys to a motor, 
alternating so that at the end of the two 
hours the bike with the most number of 
laps completed was the winner. The 
system has been revised slightly in that 
while two riders are required to sign up, 
there is no requirement for any specific 
number of rider changes or pit stops. A 
rider could theoretically ride the entire 
two hours if he had gas or could hang 
on that long but because the course is 
fast it is advisable to have some relief 
for both rider and bike. 

In the lightweight division, 34 riders 
started the two hour grind and within 
one hour more than half were sidelined. 
The fast three to the front were John 
Randolph on a 250 Yamaha with Terry 
Graham on a 125 C-Z and one of the 
Castillo brothers right close on a 250 
Husky. The Husky lasted the distance 
but had to settle for second behind the 
very apt leadership of Dennis Silva and 
Rich Dickson on a Selby Motors, 
Rickman Montesa. The Rickman took 
the lead on the 24th circumference and 
never gave it up and with five laps of 
that time around, had managed to lap 
through second palce. His secret to 
success was not speed, but the fact that 
the motor never stopped for the entire 
distance even though they changed the 
riding chores many times. 

More than one type of philosphy 
prevailed with some riders trying to run 


` like heck for as far as they could down to 


those that were alternating every five 


_laps. As for the latter, a lot of time 


‘could ‘be spent talking and celebrating 
one’s accomplishments. 

The heavyweight operation got under 
way almost 45 minutes late but with as 
much enthusiasm as the little bikes, if 
not more. For both events a dead engine 
was called ror with a LeMans start. 

Leading off was a terrific battle 
between Craig Michie and Carl Rodrick. 
Michie kept Rodrick at bay on his 
Murrell Sportcycle Bultaco El 
Montadero for the first 10 laps and even 
started to get a lead going but on the 
rider change, lost quite a bit of ground. 
Rodrick rode his Maico for one extra 
lap and set up a good pace with his 
Novice partner Wayne Morrell keeping a 
goodly distance between he and Doug 
Murrell, now riding his dad’s machine. 
Doug had troubles with the mud hole 
right away but brought the bike back to 
the tail of the Maico after a couple more 
changes. In between, Dennis Spence and 
Dan Whaley brought their Suzuki to the 
fore and took over the lead on lap 32. 

Michie and Morrell had caught back 
up and had even narrowed the lead to 
just a few feet with Doug riding when 
on the back straight he got sideways and 
fell. They never were in contention 
from that point. This brought up Rod 
Simas and Wes Morrell, on another 
Maico, to second. The Spence/Whaley 
team dropped back with troubles while 
the Simas/Morrell worked up to second 
from the middle of the pack. 

Finishing six laps off the pace with 
one additional lap added for cutting the 
course was Bill Hardisty and Osker 
Lopez. Their Maico combined with the 
winner to give the Fremont M.C. the 
necessary points to win the club trophy 
as well as third spot. 

The next run will happen on Feb. 
19th and will contain three divisions. A 
pre-entry system will be used for 125, 
250 and Open classes. A limit of 75 
bikes will have to be instituted and no 
more effort than a telephone call can 

enter one in the race.

— When you're hot, you’re hot was 
proven once again at the Cow Palace 
tonight with Yamaha Silver Cup winner 
Steve Hernandez clean sweeping the 
field. The 18-year-old whiz of the 
indoor circuit was never headed at any 
point and soundly defeated all comers. 

Returning from his first win as a 
Junior, Mike O’Brien turned in the 
fastest qualifying heat to put his Sonny 
Kenyon Bultaco on the pole for the first 
heat. O’Brien, while perhaps not the 
biggest ball of fire in the area, is ona 
hot streak that includes a second at the 
Yamaha Silver Cup classic in New York 
and a National win at the Houston 
Junior short track. He turned in 
consistent efforts throughout the night 
and finished a credible fifth in the Main. 

Second fastest qualifying heat was 
easily taken by Hernandez who is using 
his super hole shot starts to win the race 
in the first ten feet. The name of the 
game in the indoor business is in that 
measure and young Steve has learned his 
lessons well. Despite other ruminations, 
the bike is a stock 250 Ossa with a 
special Swanson Cycles built frame, not 
constructed by Dick Mann and not of 
the type that you buy to go cowtrailing 
with. 

Not letting Hernandez get away with 
all the marbles was National point 
leader Ken Roberts on the ever fast A & 
A Yamaha. Ken was a back row starter 
in the qualifying heat and spent much 
time getting to the front of the pack 
and, even in winning, turned in a rather 
respectable time although not fast 
enough to make the dash.

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RUNYARD AND CRIPPA TOP ACA SHOW

CARLSBAD, CAL., Feb. 6, 1972 — 
Last year you couldn’t get anybody to 
race ACA. The events were poorly 
organized, often cancelled, and 
competition was scarce. Everyone was 
riding either the ACE events at Indian 
Dunes or CMC, who alternates with 
ACA on the Saddleback/Carlsbad 
pendulum. 

Late in 1971 Bill Jones and Jack Kell 
took over the motocross portion of the 
ACA calendar, allowing Wes Cooley to 
concentrate on the road racing end. In 
the past, the only selling point the club 
was three 20-minute motos. With a full 
contingent or riders, however, it takes a 
bit of efficiency to deliver such a 
schedule to, say, seven classes of riders. 
This is what Jones and Kell have to 
offer. Races are now started at 9 sharp 
and the long motos are run off with no 
time wasted. “This is what they want so 
we're anxious to give it to them,” says 
Jones.

HARVARD, CAL., Feb. 6, 1972 — 
After the recent series of enduros that 
were so difficult and unrelenting that 
they bordered on the sadistic, riders in 
this area were ready for a change. They 
got it this week at the Prospector’s 
annual Goldrush Enduro. The first 
indication that things were going to be 
different was right at the start: We 
didn’t head out straight into the sun and 
dust going up an impossible rock hill. 
Instead was some easy road and cross 
country leading to the water crossing. 

When the Prospector’s said 
“Waterproof” on their instruction sheet, 
one friend of mine thought it was a 
joke. “The run is laid out fifteen miles 
east of Barstow, in the driest desert in 
California”, he said. “If there’s any 
water on that course we’ll have to thank 
Sparkletts for it!’’ If so, the Prospectors 
better complain because that was some 
of the blackest, muddiest swampiest 
soup that I’ve seen in a long time. And 
deep. Those who ignored the 
Prospectors’ warning found themselves 
spending a lot of time drying out their 
scooters. .The spectators loved it. I 
stopped alongside a fellow a ways up 
the trail and asked how he liked the run 
so far. “Mighty fine!” he said 
enthusiastically, “I only wish they had 
more of that mud!” Now I might have 
described it a lot of ways but that 
wasn’t one of them. That didn’t sound 
like a desert racer’s attitude either. I 
asked him his name. “My name’s Cash 
Register. Pm from Florida, originally” 
he says. That figured. 

Shortly after the water we got to an 
eight mph section with some fairly 
difficult rocky hills, some canyons and 
cliffs and other good trials-type stuff. 
But eight mph hour was really slow for 
the terrain, and a lot of guys got burned 
coming into the second echeck. I was 
riding No. 17, pretty much on time but 
sitting next to me at the check was a 
guy in the 30’s.“*Those Prospectors are 
pretty clever, aren’t they?” said he, 
pulling the hook out of his gill. 

They were indeed. We came up to an 
underpass that looked  prefectly 
innocent. You could see riders on the 
other side going off to the right and it 
didn’t seem possible that there could be 
a check within five miles. But right 
under the underpass they had you make 
a hard left and there, hidden behind the 
embankment were about 20 
green-shirted Prospectors. It was a 
beautiful job. I was glad I was about on 
time because I sure never even guessed 
they were there. 

Near the end of the morning section 
was a hill that didn’t look terribly 
imposing, except that most of the tracks 
that went up it, only went halfway. I 
charged it, got halfway and promptly 
stopped, buried to the hubs in loose 
sand. Fortunately it was possible to 
angle up sidehill but I was glad to have a 
bit of power at my command. My riding 
partner on a smaller bike had a rough go 
of it. That was the preview of the 
afternoon section. 

The second loop was mostly a 
mixture of deep sand and rock, not 
nearly as spectacular as the morning 
section which got into some. pretty 
hairy trails. In the afternoon they were 
reasonable, but not much slow. Only a 
few spots allowed a brief rest. At one of 
these, after we had crossed a boulder 
field about 15 miles long a fellow 
looking obviously pretty beat rode up 
alongside and recognized me. ‘You're 
going to mention these rocks in your 
article, aren’t you?” He looked pretty 
anxious about it but I figured I had 
better live up to my reputation a little 
bit, so I said, “Well, I -don’t 
know...They're not really very. big 
ones...” I never got a chance to 
elaborate because he looked at me like I 
had suddenly sprouted horns or 
something and rode off muttering to 
himself. I think he generated enough 
mad-energy to finish the run right on 
the spot. 

Near the end of the run was a canyon 
with soft, sandy sides that went up 
forty or fifty feet and got steeper as 
they went up. As you rode up side you 
could ge higher and higher until you 
were almost horizontal. Then you'd 
sweeop down to the bottom and go up 
the other side. I nicknamed it “Airplane 
Canyon” because it felt just like you 
were flying. Coming at the end of the 
run like that, a lot of riders were just 
too bushed to enjoy it but for those 
with some surplus energy it was the high 
spot of the day. After the run I was 
sitting with the CERA bunch drinking 
Ed Wight’s beer when Dave Evans came 
along just bubbling over abouthow much 
fun that canyon was. “I don’t even care

about the rest of the run” he said 
enthusiastically. “They could have just 
run me up and down that canyon a 
hundred times! Once I got so carried 
away I went right over the top and there 
I was with my motorcycle parallel to 
the ground and I look over my shoulder 
and see the sagebrush and bushes going 
underneath...It was so much fun I 
almost turned aroufid and rode back up 
it!” He was talking so fast I might not 
have got it just right but I know if that 
had been me, I’d have crashed ‘cause my 
motorcycle just doesn’t have any 
stability at all when its up in the air on 
its side, but Dave’s one of those trials 
riders and they never crash. 

Talking to people after the run, it 
was just about impossible to find 
anyone with anything bad to say about 
it. Even most of those who didn’t finish 
seemed to think it was a good run. Most 
common reason for not finishing was 
running out of gas. A few riders 
managed to run out of gas on both 
loops. The loops were both over 50 
miles long and with the deep sand, a lot 
of riders got less than their normal

mileage. There were emergency gas 
stops on both loops but some riders just 
didn’t use them. 

This month’s hard luck trophy goes 
to Bob Steffan. After suffering through 
the last three or four enduros where 
time-keeping was irrelevant, he finally 
tied into a good one only to get a flat 
tire on the second loop. In case you 
didn’t notice, Bob’s riding a lightweight 
these days — a Bultaco Montadero. 

One incident did occur which I hope 
had nothing to do with the run. The 
camp area was right alongside the 
railroad tracks. During the weekend 
some dimwits decided to get their kicks 
by putting junk on the railroad tracks. 
Fortunately the train stopped and the 
junk was removed without any accident 
but the railroad sent an investigator

down to keep an eye on things for the 
remainder of the weekend. The railroads 
own a lot of ridable land so use your 
heads, guys. 

My personal enjoyment of this 
enduro was considerably increased by 
having a super-dooper motorcycle to 
ride, a Bultaco Matador, loaned to me 
by Tom Patton of Bultaco Services. 
There’ll be a test of this bike in a couple 
of week, probably about the same time 
we get the results of this run. 

The Prospectors report about 600 
entries and about 400 finishers, which 
seems awfully high to me, considering 
the number of people I talked to who 
didn’t finish, but that’s what they say. 
This was the first serious enduro of the 
year and the Prospectors have set an 
exceptionally high mark in terms of 
quality. It'll be interesting to see if 
anyone can top it during the rest of the 
year. For those of you who missed this 
one, there’s going to be a CERA run on 
similar terrain just across the freeway in 
six weeks or so. Ed Wight already has 
his feverish brain in gear trying to figure 
some torturous way he can include the 
deep water crossing in his run, so if the 
poster says “Waterproof”, I don’t think

Just a bit over a year ago I road 
tested the Yamaha XS-1B. Everything 
that could possibly be wrong, was. The 
machine preparation was poor and 
several trips back to the distributor were 
necessary to get things straightened out. 
The machine had some serious design 
flaws. And finally it scattered and 
almost scrambled me in the process. My 
report, naturally, was scathingly critical. 
So when the publisher asked if I would 
road test the new model, I said I 
doubted if Yamaha would even sell me a 
bike, let alone give me one to test. And 
thereupon I received my first surprise. 
They not only gave me a brand new 
XS-2 but they seemed genuinely happy 
to have me test it. Whatever else you 
might say, they’ve sure got faith in the 
product. 

Their faith, however, was not my 
faith. Motorcycling is a casebook of 
engineering gimmicks that should have 
worked but don’t and it seems like I’ve 
bought most of them. No more. Now I 
wait to see how (or if) it works on the 


. 





road or trail. 

For those who tuned in late, the 
Yamaha XS-2 is a four-stroke vertical 
twin-powered road bike. Borrowing a 
bit of WW-II terminology, we might call 
it a medium-range tourer. A number of 
writers have compared the XS-2 to the 
British twins of the same displacement, 
and inferred (or stated) that the 
Yamaha is a copy. It’s not so, no more 
than Sophia Loren is a copy of 
Elizabeth Taylor. Dimensionally they 
might be similar, but in terms of 
personality they’re miles apart. 

When I began this test I had one small 
problem. Normally when testing a road 
bike I like to put a good 1000 miles on 
it. I feel that’s about the mileage 
required to have any real faults show 
up. But in this case there simply wasn’t 
enough time available to accomplish 
that goal. In fact, aside from some 
errand-type riding. I had exactly one day 
on the Yamaha. Here’s how it went and 
what I discovered: j 

Early on a Friday morning I pulled 
the bike out of the garage and was

immediately conscious of its weight. 
Later I found that it weighed 460 with 
about one gallon of gas in the tank. 

It was quite chilly, in the high 40s. 
One of the interesting new features of 
the Yamaha is its electric starter. A 
small lever on the handlebar not only 
switches on the starter but also operates 
a compression release. Once the engine 
‘has warmed up, the system works 
beautifully but when it’s cold it often 
takes so long to get started that there is 
danger of running the battery down. I 
found it best to turn the engine about 
10 times with the starter motor and 
then kick it once or twice. Relieved of 
its starter motor duties, the battery can 
provide a hotter spark and the engine 
starts right up. Once started, the engine 
must be warmed up for several minutes 
and there is no short-cutting this chore. 

Soon we (me and Yamaha) were 
headed up the cold Angeles Crest 
Highway. The bike runs beautifully. 
Altitude .doesn’t affect it in any 
discernible fashion. The bike has a new 
front brake, a powerful disc type. I 
decided to give it a good test right at the 
start by braking hard from 70 mph to 
about 20 mph ten times in succession. 
There’s virtually no fade and more 
important, there’s no tendency to twist 
and dive right. This was one of the big 
problems with the first bike that I 
tested, and it’s apparently been well 
cured. But I had to stop that nonsence 
because a few patches of ice and sand 
were starting to appear. 

When the traction starts getting near 
zero, you want a very smooth, very even 
throttle response with just enough 
power to keep everything in the drive 
train taut, but not one iota more. The 
smallest jerk or surge of power will 
break the delicate bond between the 
rear wheel and the iced pavement. We 
hit many ice patches and had no

trouble, a big plus for the. Yamaha. 
Normally this nice, even response is a 


‘function of the flywheel weight, but the 


Yamaha’s flywheels are rather small and 
the smoothness can be attributed to fine 
carburetion. 

Coming off the mountain we played 
road racer for a while on the curvy road 
leading toward the desert. The bike 
behaved very well until I started really 
pushing. It protested by dragging its 
pegs and stands, by keeping its head 
down a bit too long when I would brake 
hard for a turn and then falling off-line 
as it comes up well in the turn. Okay, 
I’m convinced. 

But in fact, the bike could be made 
to handle quite well without much 
change. The steering is neutral and the 
geometry isn’t bad at all. Mostly it 
needs stiffening in front forks and more 
clearance, which could be obtained by 
removing the stands and cutting off a 
bit of the pegs. There is one problem 
that might be more difficult: the frame 
isn’t very rigid. If you’re going through 
a downhill $-turn and brake just at the 
moment when the bike comes upright, 
you'll find that the bike feels like it 
wants to tie itself in a knot. This is not a 
serious problem because the bike is not 
intended to be used as a road racer, and 
most other production bikes are about 
the same as the Yamaha in this respect. 

The gearbox has a good, positive feel 
to it and offered no cause for 
complaint. The ratios are close, making 
it easy to keep the engine operating in 
its proper rpm range (4500 to 7000) 
between 20 and 100 mph. From 5 to 20 
mph the engine operates in that very 
comfortable just-over-idle mode that I 
spoke of earlier. Very smooth. The bike 
is heavy though, and the engine doesn’t 
produce much power at low rpm, so to 
get off the line requires a bit of buzzing 
and clutch slipping. It’s irritating at

first, but you get accustomed to it very 
quickly. There is still no shock 
absorption in the drive train, so that is 
still the bike’s weakest point. Maybe 
next year. 

On the desert I did a few high speed 
runs and some acceleration tests. The 
engine at that point only had 200 miles 
on it so I didn’t try for the ultimate. It 
doesn’t seem fair to me to wreck an 
expensive motorcycle just to see how 
fast it will go for a road test. With me in 
a semi-crouch position the bike would 
do a shade over 95 mph, but I did not 
push it to the red line in fourth and I 
doubt if it will pull red line in fifth. I’m 
sure that when the engine loosens up it 
will do over 100 easily. If it were mine, 
Td certainly drop one tooth on the 
countershaft sprocket. This would 
produce better top speed, better 
acceleration, and it wouldn’t require so 
much buzzing off the line. As it is, it’s 
geared for freeway riding, The engine 
just purrs at 65 and if you want to pass 
you dop into fourth and you’re right in 
the power band. Touring riders might 
prefer that to the sportier set-up I 











suggested. 

Throughout the rest of the day I tried 
the bike one every type of surface I 
could find, always pushing it hard. We 
did 20 miles of dirt road with half a 
dozen stream crossings. The engine is 
waterproof as it comes. The disc brake 
works when it’s wet, but the drum in 
the rear doesn’t. (Even a good soaking 
in a car wash didn’t faze the elctric or 
the carburetion.) On dirt roads the bike 
is manageable, but not much fun to 
ride. 

Eventually I wound up on the old 
ridge route to Bakersfield, an 
abandoned road. Twenty-five miles of 
broken concrete slabs, rocks on the road 
and other miscellaneous obstructions. 
The wind was blowing at 50 mph and 
the temperature had dropped to 
freezing. As I stopped to take some 
pictures I suddenly realized that it had 
been a full hour since I’d seen another 
car or person. As I struggled to hold the 
bike upright in the wind, I became very 
fond of that electric starter. 

We got off the ridge just as darkness 
arrived and I found a little store that

had coffee and gasoline, both of which I 
needed. The proprietor, though, was a 
hospital nut and as soon as I got my 
helmet off he began the tale of his latest 
operation. Too much. I prefer riding, 
even in the cold. The headlight on the 
Yamaha is one of the best I’ve 
encountered. The high beam is actually 
adequate on a dark road at about 80 
mph, which is unusual. I got on yet 
another curvy canyon road and started 
swinging through the dark corners, 
seeing only an occasional car. Suddenly, 
surprisingly, I saw the lights of a town, 
Lancaster, and realized that I hadn’t 
been paying attention to where I was 
going and I had missed my turn by 
about 10 miles. 

At this point I also realized 
something else. I’d been riding hard in 
winter conditions for over nine hours 
but I wasn’t very tired and I was still 
enjoying it enough to miss my turn for 
home. I decided the Yamaha had to be a 
pretty damn good bike. Much of the 
credit for the lack of fatigue must go to 
the new vibration resistant handlebar 
mount. 

One very serious complaint: The 
headlight switch and the dimmer switch 
are too close together and twice I 
turned out my lights when I tried to 
switch to low beam. That’s not a 


I 





problem when yowre wearing thin 
gloves, but with mittens or heavy gloves 
it’s impossible to feel the knobs. That’s 
something that can get somebody killed 
and it should be changed. Even a good 
detent on the headlight switch would 
help. ; 

My trip ended with just a bit over 
300 miles on the odometer. We averaged 
31.6 miles to the gallon. Absolutely 
nothing had come loose or given the 
slightest indication that it might fail. It 
was hard to believe it was the same bike 
I tested a year ago. Somebody’s been 
working pretty hard. 

With all the super multi-cyclinder 
bikes around, you might wonder why 
anyone would prefer a twin of older 
design. One reason is, of course, lower 
initial cost. But an even more important 
reason is maintenance. The Yamaha is 
designed to be very easily maintained. 
The air cleaner elements pop out in 
seconds. The spark plugs and carburetor 
adjustments are reachable. Anyone with 
just a smidgeon of mechanical aptitude 
could keep the Yamaha tuned and 
maintained for years and shun the 
overloaded dealers. On the more 
complicated three and four cylinder 
jobs, even a good mechanic is out of 
luck if he doesn’t have just the right 
special tools. And if traveling in remote 
places by yourself is your bag (as it is 
mine), then you'll take mechanical 
simplicity over sophistication every 
time. The Yamaha still has a few flaws 
but for a good all-around, long-lasting 
bike, you can’t go wrong buying it.

The intrigue was unbearable in the pits 
prior to the evening’s Main Events here 
at Trojan Speedway tonight, enough to 
shake the calmest rider.

REAR SHOCK DISASSEMBLY TOOL 


The latest thing for dirt riders is to 
purchase a set of rear shocks that can be_ 
rebuilt, providing the machine doesn’t 
already come equipped with them. 
While there are many different kinds on 
the market, they all seem to have one 
thing in common: you cannot use a 
wrench to dismantle the inner shock 
unit. They invariably use a threaded 
plug type unit that has a couple holes 
for a special pin wrench which no one 
seems to carry. 

Pictured here is a simple tool that I 
made when I had occasion to take apart 
a pair of shocks from a Kawasaki Mach 
Ill. This particular piece of ‘channel’ is 
about six inches long and about an inch 
wide, but any metal bar can be used. I 
happened to use this one because it 
already had the center hole drilled in it. 

To make your own tool, first drill a 
hole in the center about two drill sizes 
larger than the plunger shaft on your 
shock. Different shocks have different 
diameter shafts so you should first 
remove the springs from your shocks to 
determine what size you have. 

Carefully measure the distance 
between the holes on your shock plug 
and centerpunch two centering holes on 
the bar centered on the large hole and 
equally distant from each side of the big 
hole. Now you can use drill stock or any 
hardened pins. I used some old roller 
bearings that came out of a bad crank 
but made sure they are hardened so 
they will not bend when pressure is 
applied to them. Next you should 
measure the diameter of the pins with a 
micrometer and obtain a numbered drill 
bit that will give you an interference fit 
for these pins after the holes are drilled. 

Very carefully drill a hole where you 
have center-punched as being the 
correct distance for the pins. After 
drilling the holes and before pressing the 
pins in place, set the bar over the shock 
and make sure the holes line up with the 
holes in the shock plug. If they line up 
correctly you can go ahead and press 
the pins in place, if not, you will have to 
start over again and measure a little 
more accurately. 

Measure how deep the pins will go 
into the holes in the plug and leave just 
enough pin protruding so that the bar 
rests on the plug but that the pins are in 
position as far as they can go or you 
may have trouble with them slipping 


MCDOUGAL

EL TORO, CAL., Feb. 4, 1972 — Bruce

AMA OK’S 125 EXPERTS 

According to the 1971 American 
Motorcycle Assocation Competition 
Congress, professional motocross riders 
were placed in two categories: Novice 
and Expert. Novice riders were allowed 
to enter the 125cc and 250cc classes 
while Experts were allowed to ride 
250cc and Open class machines. 

Following numerous. opinions that 
this legislation places hardship upon 
both rider and promoter, Executive 
Director Russ March, acting in his 
capacity as Chairman of the 
Competition Congress provided for in 

- Article VI of the Standing Rules, has 
balloted the Congress for 
reconsideration. 

The result of the mail vote changes 
previous legislation, allowing both 
Novice and Expert motocross riders to 
enter three classes: 125cc, 250cc, and 
Open. 

This basically means that a promoter 
may apply for a sanction for as many as 
six classes, or any combination thereof.

out. 

With the bottom of the shock 
clamped firmly in a vise, most shocks 
have the plug ‘staked’ to avoid it coming 
adrift. so you will have to use a small 
punch to ‘unstake’ it. Then slip the tool 
down over the shank of the shock and 
place the pins in position and proceed 
to disassemble the unit. By having the 
hole in the middle of the bar, you will 
have a firmer grip by using both hands 
and be able to keep it from slipping 
aswell as being able to exert more 
pressure by using both hands. 


SUPERBIKE 
DESERT BIKES 


How many times have you been out 
in the middle of the desert or way out 
in the Boonies and had a rear chain 
snap? Brings back the old saying, “For 
want of a link, the race was lost.” 

It is rather ironic that something that 
was developed for the street rider 
should become a boon for the off-road 
enthusiast. With the advent of the 
Honda 750, the Kawasaki 750 and the 
Yamaha 750, it was found that the 
normal No. 530 rear chain just wouldn’t 
take the terrific power that these 
“Superbikes” put out and the results 
were broken chains and sometimes 
broken cases. 

There were two solutions; reduce the 
power (this was the suggestion of the 
Sierra Club) or, make a better chain. 

While having the same pitch and 
roller diameter as the No. 530 chain, the 
superbike chain had much heftier link 
plates and larger diameter center pins 
which make for a stronger and 
longer-lasting chain. Most of the chain 
companies are now producing such a 
chain. While it is more expensive, the 
advantages compensate for the higher

price. While it is referred to as No. 5308 
or No. 550 chain, it is interchangeable 
with the No. 530 chain as is used on 
most of the larger machines sold in the 
United States. If your machine uses a 
5/8x3/8 rear chain, this improved chain 
just may be what you are looking for. 
Check with your local dealer as most 
shops are handling this chain now and if 
you compare it with the regular No. 
530, you will easily see how it could be 
an advantage to equip your machine 


with it. 


MORE ON CHAINS 

While on the subject of rear chains, I 
would like to bring up another pet 
peeve of mine — the rider who goes way 
out in the middle of nowhere to ride 
and figures that he is really prepared in 
case something happens to his rear chain 
because he has an extra master link in 
his tool kit. If he should happen to be 
stupid enough to put his master link clip 
on backwards and it catches on the 
brush and flips off, allowing the lock 
plate to come adrift and then pull the 
link apart, he is definitely prepared 
because all he will have to do is install 
the new master link and be on his way. 

But, as you may or may not know, 
the chain doesn’t always come apart at 
the master link (sometimes called the 
connecting link). The chain is liable to 
break at any of the links (another old 
saying, there) and boy is he in trouble. 

If he should happen to pull a link 
apart, he -will have the problem of 
getting the other pin out of the link 
plate as they seldom pull both of them 
at once. If he should happen to get it 
out, again he is in pretty good shape as 
it then can be repaired with the master 
link. However, should he break one of 
the inner connecting links (commonly 





referred to as a roller block) then he is 


in deep trouble. Not only does he have © 


four pins to remove (two on each of the 
connecting links on either side of the 
broken roller block) but he winds up 
with the chain being two links shorter 
than it was. 

In the first place, he should have one 
of the new miniature tool kit size chain 
breakers similar to the one marketed by 
Bob Bailey, the expansion chamber 
manufacturer. These little chain 
breakers are compact but do a 
jim-dandy job of punching out pins for 
in-the-field repairs. 

The second important item is called a 
repair link. A repair link consists of two 
master links and a roller block. With this 
set-up, you can replace the roller block 
with a master on either side and have 
the chain the same length as before and 
you also have master links should you 
need them. 

If you are going to be paea, make 
sure that you are prepared to do the job 
right or you may still wind up pushing 
your machine back to the pits. An 
ounce of prevention is worth a pound of 
cure. 

Some dealers even carry chain repair 
kits which are super good. They have a 
couple of master links, a couple of roller 
blocks, a half link and usually a few 
spare master link spring clips, should 
you lose one. These come in a small 
container about the size of a small 
matchbox and can be carried in the 
pocket if you don’t happen to have a 
tool box. 

Before you take the next long ride 
out in the middle of nowhere, you 
better check your chain repair situation. 
It is better to have too much repair 
equipment than not enough.

Who Can You Turn To? Lookie Here: 


In an effort to establish the best 
possible lines of communication with 
their people in the field, the American 
Motorcycle Association’s Department of 
Professional Racing met recently with 


regional referees and starters to 
re-define and standardize the 
responsibilities of all AMA track 
officials. 

Heading the chain of command will 
be the professional department 


consisting of Bill Boyce, director of 
professional racing and Dave Welsh, 
coordinator of professional racing. 

Next will be the three regional 
referees and the three regional starters. 

The regional referee will be the senior 
referee for all districts within his region 
and it will be his job to solve all 
competition-related problems within the 
region. His responsibilities will also 
include refereeing all National 
Championship events within the region. 

Aside from flagging all National 
Champion events within his region, the 
regional starter will be responsible for 
training and assisting all starters within 
the region, 

Each district will have on district 
referee who will act as the AMA 
representative on the local level. It will 
be his job to referee local events within 
his district and to coordinate the 
activities of the other local officials at 
events. 

Districts will also have deputy 
referees who will be assistants to district 
referees and/or in training for a district 
referee position. Deputy referees will 
help cover all racing activity in a 


district. 
Last in the chain, but equally 
important, will be the scorers, timers 


and clerks, who will answer directly to 
the referee in charge. 

According to Welsh, the professional 
department hopes to communicate 
more effectively with their officials in 


the field in order to do the most 
efficient job possible. 
Annually, regional referees and 


starters will travel to the home office to 
acquaint themselves with AMA staff 
functions, to analyze the rule book for 
uniform interpretation among all parties 
and to discuss any problems that may 
have arisen. Then, on a quarterly basis, 
the regional officials will meet with 
district officials to discuss their mutal 
problems.
